here is always something going 

; on around CFUV to keep us wor- 

ried about the future. If it isn’t the 
possibility of CBC affiliation, it’s the 
need for a new license and increased 
broadcast power. If it isn’t the 
disconcerting staff turn-over that 
typifies a volunteer-run operation, it is 
our inability to buy vital pieces of 
equipment. 

Sometimes, though, a single problem 
stands out so clearly that we have to 
push the others to the backs of our 
minds. This is one of those times. 

On March 19 and 20, UVic 
undergraduate students will vote on 
whether to increase their activity fee by 
$1.50 per term in order to keep CFUV 
in operation. 

Anyone who takes an interest in 
CFUV Radio is aware that the station 
suffers from near-legendary budget 
problems. After two years on the air, 
the crunch has come. As you may 


know, CFUV gets its funding from five 
different sources: business sponsors, 
listener donations, volunteer fund- 
raising activities, the University Ad- 
ministration and UVic’s student union 
(the Alma Mater Society). From the day 
CFUV went on the air, our financial 
situation has been difficult. As a station 
primarily operated by and for UVic 
students, CFUV receives less funding 
from that group than does any other 
campus FM station in the country. 
The problem is immediately evident 
to visitors who attempt to locate a pen 
or stapler at the station. With the addi- 
tional expenses associated with going 
FM, less and less money has been 


’ available annually to maintain the sta- 


tion’s music inventory, take care of the 
phone bill and keep our stapler full of 
staples. 

In order to remedy this situation, we 
have been careful. Our one full-time 
and two half-time staff members (a low 
number of staff compared to other sta-

tions) are the lowest paid workers on 
the UVic campus. New projects, such 
as Offbeat, have gone ahead ona cost 
recovery basis (ie. Offbeat advertis- 
ing must pay all its bills). 

At the same time, we have worked 
hard to improve funding from the 
sources over which we have some con- 
trol. However, we have not had improv- 
ed support from the University or the 
AMS. That is what the March referen- 
dum is all about. 

This all might seem like an 
uninspired diatribe, especially when 
compared to the romance of exam- 
writing, CBC-bashing and other forms 
of dragon-slaying. However, the future 
of a radio station is at stake. If the 
referendum succeeds, our future will 
be much safer. The station will attain 
some degree of stability, and we will 
be able to proceed with plans fora new 
broadcast license and transmitter. This 
means 2000 Watts instead of 49.4, and 
clear coverage of the entire communi- 
ty rather than our present spotty 
service. 

An unsuccessful referendum would 
mean no improved signal, and con- 
tinued budget strangulation. It would 
also mean the end of University Ad- 
ministration support for the station. To 
the University, the referendum is a 
measure of student support for campus 
radio. If students don’t support CFUV, 
you can bet the University won't. 

Those of us close to CFUV can clear- 
ly see the importance of a successful 
referendum. To others, especially 
those who don’t listen to the station, it 
may not be as clear. To the latter group 
I say this: look through Offbeat and 
read about the diversity of original pro- 
gramming offered on CFUV. If there 
isn’t something for you, there is for the 
50 per cent of the UVic community who 
listen to the station. For residence 
students, Breakfast With Brian from the 
Commons Block or live public affairs 
from in front of the SUB may or may not 
be your cup of tea, but at least CFUV 
is showing some interest in bringing 
life to this somewhat drab campus." 

Campus radio has done a lot with 
limited resources, but the crunch is 
now here. Either CFUV has the support 
of UVic students or it doesn’t. March 19 
and 20 will decide our future. x 
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Survey Says... 
Optimistic Survey 
Results for CFUV

nthe past year, three surveys have 
| E conducted that show en- 
couraging results for Victoria’s only 
alternative radio station. With 3 paid 
staff and over 200 volunteers, CFUV has 
accomplished what local commercial 
stations with big bucks and numerous 
employees have not: a diversified pro- 
gram schedule serving a substantial 
audience. 

First was the highly unscientific, but 
popular, Monday Magazine reader’s 
poll. Among the five Victoria radio sta- 
tions, CFUV was ranked third. A more 
reliable study was conducted last fall 
by Camosun College’ marketing 
students. It found that 12 per cent of 
Victoria’s population listens to 105.1 
FM. Even more impressive, a total of 50 
per cent of the people surveyed on 
campus listen to CFUV. Finally, a 
listenership survey conducted by a 
private company found that CFUV 
ranks third, again, out of the five Vic- 
toria stations in the 15 to 30 age group. 
The study indicated that within that age 
group, CFUV’s audience has grown to 
over half the size of CJVI’s, and is as 
great as the combined audiences of

CFAX and CFMS. 

Some factors should not be overlook- 
ed when a head-on comparison such 
as this is made. First ofall, while CFUV 
is working towards a boost of its power, 
it still broadcasts at the oft-mentioned 
gut-wrenching 50 watts. This makes it 
difficult to reach the same audience as 
stations that transmit at 10,000 watts and 
higher (although, as Station Manager 
Brian Webster points out, this does 
give CFUV more listeners per watt than 
any other Victoria station). Also, CFUV 
has just completed its second full year 
on the air. While the station has been 
over-coming previous anonymity (C-F- 
U-What?), CFUV is still a baby on the 
Victoria airwaves. Finally, it should be 
reiterated that CFUV’s policy of pro- 
viding diverse, alternative programm- 
ing is incompatible with the good 
(gosh, even great) listenership results 
CFUV has received. CFUV currently 
fills an on-air void that no other station, 
existing or proposed, can fill. There are 
ethnic shows (7 per week); news pro- 
grams that focus anywhere from cam- 
pus views to the latest Radio Moscow 
updates; as well as blues and elec- 
tronic music; athletic programs and 
literary specialty programs. 

Those who saw the September 1986 
issue of Rolling Stone magazine may 
have noticed an article on campus 
radio (‘Student DJs — The New Taste- 
Makers’). The article describes the im- 
portance and impact of campus stations 
in the United States. When College sta- 
tions began in the late seventies they 


gave the alternative artists of the time 
a big boost. Nobody else would play 
unheard-of artists like Elvis Costello, 
The Talking Heads, and R.E.M. 
Along the same lines, if CFUV did not 
exist, alternative musicians would have 
nowhere to turn for local airplay. CFUV 
also provides a service to campus 
groups who don’t have a chance to be 


. heard elsewhere. Course Unions, 


clubs, and other groups have often 
been interviewed during the 
newsmagazine show that airs from 11 
to 12 noon Mondays through Fridays. 
These interviews are usually con- 
ducted by students who are getting 
valuable speaking, writing, technical, 
and production skills as volunteer pro- 
grammers at CFUV. 

CFUV has always been recognized 
as a worthwhile service to its listening 
audience and for the volunteers that 
are gaining experience. What has been 
in doubt is the size of the station’s au- 
dience and whether we could find a 
niche in the local radio scene. Now that 
CFUV has a substantial audience it can 
be taken seriously within its alternative 
structure. *

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Junior Marvin of the 
Positive Reggae Vibrations for 1987 


The Alive & Dread Interview 


n the 1970s, Bob Marley and The 
Wailers carried reggae music 
forward from the island of Jamaica 

to the whole world. From Cape Town to 
Canada, New York to New Zealand, 
Houston to Harare, Bob Marley was ac- 
claimed an international superstar and 
The Wailers were lionized for their 
master musicianship, collective inspira- 
tion, and the raw power of their roots- 
rock-reggae (‘‘rockers’’) sound. With 
Bob’s untimely passing in 1981, at the 
height of his popularity and influence, 
The Wailers withdrew temporarily from 
the international scene to take stock 
and reorganize for the future. But in the 
following years legal problems limited 
The Wailers to doing studio sessions 
with great reggae artists like Jimmy 
Riley and Justin Hinds. In 1984 they 
toured briefly with Bob’s backing 
vocalists, the I-Threes (Rita Marley, 
Judy Mowatt and Marcia Griffiths), in 
the U.S., Canada and Jamaica. Now, six

years after Bob’s passing, with legal 
problems resolved, The Wailers are 
back on the road and back in the 
studios. An all new Wailers LP, ten- 
tatively called “Solution,” is planned for 
release this April. Give thanks. 
Junior Marvin, lead guitarist and 
vocalist for The Wailers, was interview- 
ed by CFUV’s Alive & Dread possee in 
two sessions before The Wailers’ un- 
precedented sold-out appearances in 
Victoria on February 17 and 18. 


Q: In the 1970s, Bob Marley and The 
Wailers were incredibly popular. You 
could sell out stadiums and concert 
halls throughout the world, regardless 
of size. It’s been size years now since 
we’ve heard from The Wailers, but reg- 
gae music continues in other respects. 
What’s been going on with The 
Wailers? 


A: Well, The Wailers have been keep- 
ing on a positive note. We’ve been 
rehearsing in Jamaica and writing new 
songs — which we hope to release very 
soon, possibly this April — and we’ve 
been playing concerts in Europe. For 
example, we played Reggae Sunsplash 
in the summer of ’86and the audiences 
were really receptive to what we were 
doing. In fact, we sold out most of that 
tour. You remarked that in the ’70s Bob 
could sell out anywhere. Well, this is 
still a fact. The Wailers still sell out. The 
strength and the foundation that was set 
up by Bob is continued in the 1980s. 
And even though The Wailers weren't 
touring around ’81, ’82 and ’83, there 
were people like Peter Tosh, Bunny

Wailer, Third World, Sly and Robbie, 
all these people were touring very hard 
and they were also getting good 
houses. 

The Wailers have had a lot of 
negative things on the business side in 
the recent past, so we’ve had to go and 
learn about the music business. When 
we were playing with Bob wé never 
spent much time on the business 
aspects... [but] nowadays a musician 
has to have a more general outlook. He 
has to learn about the business, he has 
to learn about his equipment, he has to 
learn how to communicate with peo- 
ple. All these things are necessary to 
keep a positive outlook. We’ve been 
trying our best and things are now go- 
ing pretty good. The Wailers have 
been very busy of late. We have been 
doing tours in Israel and New Zealand, 
and we’re looking forward to a very 
successful tour here in Canada and 
reuniting with a lot of people who sup- 
ported us along the way. 


Q: So this time around you're seeing 
the fruits of the seeds that were planted 
in earlier years? 

A: Right. Like in New Zealand, we 
went there with Bob Marley in 1979. We 
did a concert at a place called Westen 
Springs at which 40,000 people came. 
We were amazed to see that many peo- 
ple in New Zealand, y’know. On return 
this year in ’87, we found that a lot of 
the people who came to that concert 
have grown up and they’ve encourag- 
ed us to keep on. Because they’ve

Wailers Relivicate 
Reggae In Victoria

ith two unprecedented sold- 
W out performances at Harpos 

Cabaret on February 17 and 
18, the greatest reggae band in the 
world — The Wailers — relivicated Jah 
music in Victoria for the 1980s and 
beyond. Touring only for the second 
time since the death of Bob Marley six 
years ago (the first was the Reggae 
Sunsplash ’86 tour), the Wailers’ ap- 
pearances in Victoria demonstrated 
that, however much I&I miss Bob, his 
band remains a major force to be 
reckoned with in the future. 

Most reggae bands are riddim 
driven. The Wailers are riddim driven 
— and guitar driven — and keyboard 
driven — and bongo driven. Reggae in 
a Wailers style is forever Rockers and 
the fullness thereof. 

The Wailers line-up for the Victoria 
shows was stripped down, lean and 
muscular — your basic legendary roots- 
rock-reggae band: the indominable 
“Family Man” Barrett on bass; brother 
Carly Barrett (inventor of the reggae 
“one-drop”’ beat) on drums; the in- 
spired and inexhaustible ‘‘Seeco”’ Pat- 
terson on percussion; the enigmatic 
master, Earl ‘‘Wia’’ Lindo on 
keyboards; Al Anderson on lead guitar 
(one of the greatest in reggae and rock 
music today); Junior Marvin, a great 
lead guitarist in his own right, carrying 
lead vocals (he, more than anyone else 
in the band, has had to stand in the 
place of Bob Marley on stage); and fin- 
ally, Owen ‘‘Dready” Reid, the newest 
and youngest Wailer, on rhythm guitar. 

The sistren and brethren who pack- 
ed the small (300 S:R.O.) club each 
night were treated by the Wailers to ar- 
resting versions of classic Marley songs 
and some exciting new Wailers 
material. Noteworthy among the new 
songs were ‘‘Ps and Qs,’’ which was 
highlighted by masterful solos from Al 
Anderson and “‘Seeco”’ Patterson, and 
“Solution,” a rollicking exhortation for 
peace and love, driven hard and long 
by the Barrett brothers and “Wia” 
Lindo. 

For the most part, however, the 
Wailers’ efforts in Victoria simply 
showcased six legendary musicians 
(and one very good youthman) playing 
the greatest reggae songs ever written 


— and playing them with positive 
energy, rootical imagination and dread 
discipline. For the record, the Wailers 
rocked crucially each night on 
“Rastaman Vibration,” ‘‘Them Belly 
Full,” ‘‘War,” ‘I Shot The Sheriff’ 
Qunior, ‘‘Wia” and Carly outstanding), 
“Exodus” (real movement of Jah peo- 
ple from the “Family Man” bass- 
quake), ““No Woman No Cry”’ (‘‘Wia” 
and Al. Watch Out!), ‘Roots, Rock Reg- 
gae,” “Heathen” (one of my favorites, 
with very hot guitar licks from Junior), 
“Get Up, Stand Up,” and a “Running 
Away’’/‘‘Who Feels_ It’’/Crazy 


Baldhead” medley (with “‘Seeco”’ and ° 


the Barretts hitting hard throughout). As 
was typical of the band in years past, 
they showed no mercy on the fans and 
left them screaming for more each 
night. 

The intimacy of the setting for the 
Wailers in Victoria created a rare op- 
portunity to experience the fullness 
and power of the band and its music. 
The players were close to the people 
in more than one respect. The major 
talents of each Wailer were especially 
evident at Harpos. But it was the 
Wailers’ collective unity and the power 
of their total positive vibration that were 
truly inescapable in the confines of the 
club. The Whole is indeed greater than 
the greatness of its separate parts. Who 
feels it, knows it. 

Positive vibrations, commitment to 
Jah music and awesome talent still 
define the Wailers. The only question 
that remains for the future of this band 
is whether they can write new songs 
that measure up to Bob Marley’s in- 
credibly high standards. The answer 
will probably come with the release by 
the Wailers of an LP of all new material 
late this spring. The record will be 
keenly anticipated by Wailers fans 
around the world, as well as their tour 
in its support. 

Praises are due to Gary Van Buskirk 
for bringing the Wailers to Harpos, to 
the Alive & Dread possee and Kim, 
Danny and Stuart from ‘Common Bond’ 
for warmly welcoming the Wailers to 
Victoria, and to Junior Marvin and the 
Wailers for their professionalism, their 
generous support of Alive & Dread and 
the magical relivication of reggae they 
wrought in Victoria. Give thanks. x

‘shown us that the seeds that were 


planted have born fruits — and plen-' 


tifully. The reggae following there is 
tremendous .. . They let us know that 
we've been a great insight for them, 
helping them to get into their own 
culture, into the Bible, and into doing 
positive things for themselves. They 
had a lot of gangs there and a lot of 
these gang members have now ... 
formed their own [Maori] schools to 
teach their children. They’ve 
developed workshops to teach dif- 
ferent arts and crafts and different 
technical skills. A real positive vibra- 
tion. And they told us a lot of these 
things were sparked off by Bob com- 
ing to New Zealand and playing the 
music that has helped to inspire them. 


Q: It almost seems that the areas of the 


world where the spirit and culture of 
people are closest to the land, like the 
Maori in New Zealand, are where reg- 
gae realy has taken root. 


A: Well, music is an international 
language and reggae music is the 
King’s music, the music of Selassie-I. 
And Selassie’s message is that until the 
philosophy which holds one race 
superior and another inferior [is finally 
abandoned] there’ll always be war. So 


with the music we try to promote 


peace, communication, and better 
understanding between all peoples, all 
races, all colors, all creeds. This is the 
message of reggae .... 


A: You’ve mentioned war and peace 
and the Bible. What did it mean for The 
Wailers to perform in Jerusalem — a 
very spiritual place for many religions, 
but one surrounded by the culture of 
war today?

A: The Bible is the oldest book in crea- 
tion, and to go to the oldest city in crea- 
tion, which is Jerusalem, which is a part 
of history, makes you feel that you are 
in the Everlasting Creation. The vibra- 
tion was very nice, very positive. 
Everyone we met there — Jews, Chris- 
tians and Moslems, all living in the 
same place — and they could see no 
reason for war. Being there, you don’t 
even have the feeling that there’s a war 
going on, that people are fighting over 
the land that you’re walking on. You 
just don’t feel it. 


Q: Did you find that the people in 
Israel were familiar with reggae, or 
were you really introducing it to them? 


A: Before we arrived we were told 
there was a club called “Soweto,” 
which is basically a reggae club, and 
they had a tremendous following. So 
reggae got there before we personal- 
ly went. [But] we were the first reggae 
band to go directly from Jamaica to 
Israel. When we got there, people 
knew all the words to the songs. Every 
concert was sold out. It was amazing to 
see everyone singing ‘‘No Woman No 
Cry”’ in the audience — and singing 
“‘Rastaman Vibration’ and ‘‘Roots Rock 
Reggae.” They knew all the words... 
and a lot of these people don’t speak 
English either! 


Q: Did The Wailers’ trip to Israel in- 
spire any new songs? 


A: We finished off two songs [in Israel 
that] we started in Jamaica: one called 
“Solution,” the other called “Ps and 
Qs.” It was a matter of picking up the 
natural vibration of being in Israel and 
getting it on record. Transforming that 
energy from one source to another. 
The people there gave us tremendous 
encouragement and we tried to put this 
into the music. 


Q: How have The Wailers generally 
approached song-writing in the last few 
years? 


A: Well, y’know Bob Marley had a very 
high standard of writing and it’s not 
been easy for us to maintain that stan- 
dard and just come up with songs. So 
we've spent the last three or four years 
basically doing a lot of writing, a lot of 
listening and rewriting. Bob was a 
workaholic. He’d write a song prac- 
tically every day. By the end of the year 
he’d have maybe 300 songs and he 
would use maybe ten of them. So those 
ten would carry everything — they 
would have all his strength, all his good 
points. We've tried to follow in his 


footsteps in regard to writing and to try 
and keep the standard as high as possi- 
ble — maintain the same standard, if not 
try and go higher still. But I don’t think 
you can get much higher. If we can just 
maintain the same standard, we’d be 


happy. ~ 


Q: Besides the two songs you record- 
ed in Israel, what other new Wailers 
songs can we anticipate on the upcom- 
ing album? 


A: In New Zealand, we recorded three 
songs, which were ‘‘Need Your Love,” 
another called ‘‘Irie,”” and one more 
called “Time.” And we’re going to 
record three more songs in Toronto — 
two of which were written by Al Ander- 
son, the lead guitarist, and one by Earl 
“Wia”’ Lindo, the keyboard player. On 
returning to Jamaica [after this tour], 
we're going to record five more songs 
and shall have about thirty songs to 
choose an LP from. We'll try to get 
some continuity in concept and release 
the songs that will best.continue the 
message. 


Q: “Family Man” [Barrett, The Wailers’ 
legendary bass player] was talking 
about all kinds of stuff that you guys 
already. have in the can — both live and 
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studio recordings. Are there any plans 
to release this material? 


A: We have a lot of studio material that 
we recorded with Bob. Also, we have 
alot of live material because we usual- 
ly try to record the shows that we do. 
What we learned from Bob is that.every 
show is your first and your last. He had 
this attitude toward every show and, 
straight through the band, everyone 
picked up the same kind of vibration. 
So now we always feel that every show 
is like the first and the last. We try to 
give it 110% whenever we play: There’s 
a lot of good material there that can be 
released in the future: both live and 
studio, with Bob and without Bob. 


Q: There have been a lot of rumors of 
contention in the relationship between 
The Wailers and Rita Marley. Could 
you clarify what’s going on with this? 


A: Well, we.always have a positive at- 
titude. We never try to’close any doors, 
Tuff Gong [Bob Marley’s recording 
studio] was being run by Rita Marley 
and a lawyer, David Steinberg, and an 


accountant, Martin Zolt. They en- 


couraged Mistress Marley to go. against 
the positive and deal with the negative 
... but this has been resolved. The

Naturally we rebelled against 
this. We decided that we would wait 
until things were more positive before 
we would put anything out rather than 
start off on a negative note. At present, 
these negative actions have been dealt 
with by [our] legal services. We just try 
to keep a positive outlook. 


Q: Thank you, Junior, for talking so for- 
thrightly with Alive & Dread. On behalf 
of all The Wailers’ supporters in Vic- 
toria, we wish you and the band the 
best of positive vibrations for this tour 
and future tours coming up. 


A: One Love to Victoria. The Wailers 
look forward to greeting I&I.. Thanks 
and praises. Jah live. x. .

Program Profile: CFUV Magazine 


Interviews that are current and 
incisive. Radio that’s to the point. 
Weekdays from 11 a.m. to 12 noon 


by Lynne Curry 
egular listeners to CFUV’s 
morning programs may be fami- 
liar with the daily summations 
of news and upcoming community 
events provided for in the station’s per- 
formance format. The concern with 
promoting programming variety and 
depth began in ernest in September of 
1985 with the development of a half- 
hour weekday morming news and 
public affairs series called CFUV 
Magazine. Designed to accommodate 
the growing need to relay information 
from a variety of interested communi- 
ty and campus contributors, the 
magazine series was expanded in 
September of 1986 to one hour in 
length and was moved to its current 
pre-noon time slot, bridging the morn- 
ing and afternoon news broadcasts. 
The newly revised CFUV Magazine 
took to the out-of-doors to begin the 
1986 - 1987 academic year, by presen- 
ting scores of issues during the ten con- 
secutive days of remote broadcasts 
from the front steps of UVic’s Student 
Union Building. 

Besides providing listeners with dai- 
ly viewpoints on international, national, 
and local news and events, CFUV 
Magazine hosts and contributors excell 
in experimentation, taking the listeners 
to the source ofa story by presenting 
interviews on location, via in-studio 
phone transmission, and with in-studio 
guests. The Magazine week begins 
with Monday morning host Mike Simp- 
son and an impressive array of inform- 
ed assistants tackling the local effects 
and repercussions of larger social, en- 
vironmental and conservationist issues. 
Recent topics explored by Mike and 
his team include a discussion with local 
Canadian Labour Council President 
Geraldine McGuire on the potential ef- 
fects of restructuring Unemployment 
Insurance benefits distribution. Ques- 
tions of ecological reserves for the 
Queen Charlotte Islands and animal 
rights in Victoria are further examples 
of topics examined on past Mondays. 

One regular feature of the Monday 
Magazine show is produced by Friday 
moming Magazine host Tom Dufleit, 


who conducts a week-in-retrospect 
dialogue with B.C. Legislative Press 


Gallery reporter Jean Kavanaugh. Tom ° 


exhibits a keen interest in presenting 
his Friday morning listeners with 
flawlessly produced segments from in- 
ternationally marketed radio programs, 
offset by smatterings of locally produc- 
ed’ material. Mainstays of the Friday 
Magazine programs include Radio Ac- 
tivity, an exploration of the radio 
medium with host Jonathan Marks, 
distributed by Radio Nederland. Also 
featured weekly is Moscow Mailbag, 
hosted by Radio Moscow executor Joe 
Adamov, who addresses mail-order 
questions about Soviet life and liberty. 
With irrespressible humour always in 
evidence, Tom has variously presented 
on recent shows a surreptitious look at 
Salt Spring Island pirate radio and a 
raucous report on Pub Night from 
UVic’s Student Union Building. 


Wednesday morning co-hosts Kerry 
Clarke and Hugh Graham fulfill a varied 
mandate, emphasizing analytical ‘‘non- 
reaction” coverage of issues such as 
the controversy surrounding 
downtown Victoria development and 
the ongoing debate surrounding abor- 
tion legislation. Kerry and Hugh also 
discuss on-campus concerns with 
weekly guests from the University 
Alma Mater Soceity Board of Directors. 
Campus coverage with a community 
focus is offered on Thursday momings 
when co-hosts Ellen Oerzen and Todd 
Kilpatrick share the Magazine 
microphone, presenting segments 
fathoming the benefits of academic 
research implementation. Recent 
features on the Thursday morning 
Magazine have included a survey of 
UVic’s weekend Fine Arts Festival and 
a talk by manager Marilyn Gore on the 
now-completed, three-year ‘Computer 
In Education” curriculum enhance- 
ment project designed on campus for 
distribution in community schools. 

CFUV’s morning news and public af- 
fairs Magazine programs cannot be 
said to suffer from the all too common 
malaise of media self-indulgence or ex- 
ploitive listener manipulation which 
often pervades the standard radio and 
television pastiche of variety program- 
ming. When describing his role, Tues- 
day morning Magazine host Mark

Q: How do you go about nuclear disar- 
mament? Is nuclear disarmament a 
necessary pre-condition for a move 
_ towards a world less defined by na- 
tional interests, or the other way? 


A: There’sa large element of tail wag- 
ging the dog when people concentrate 
on nuclear weapons. People who love 
nuclear weapons will often say to you 
that they’re only inert masses of 
material. It depends who controls 
them. Well, I tend not to believe in evil 
and good people. Certainly, it’s true 
that nuclear weapons are a symptom, 
not a cause of the problem. They’re an 
exacerbating factor. But wars killed 
people in large numbers before 
nuclear weapons. Nuclear weapons 
have just made it manifest. They’re the 
way in which the fact became manifest 
that an industrialized civilization can’t 
go on fighting wars. To attack only the

weapons without attacking the political 
and perception problems that lie at the 


base of conflicts is like putting © 


calamine lotion on when you’ve got 
cancer. If it itches, yes treat it. Certain- 
ly, nuclear weapons are very useful or 
anybody who wants to draw the 
public’s awareness to the nature of the 
problem because they are the bit that 
gets the donkey’s attention. In that 
sense nuclear weapons are extremely 
important. But, if I had a magic wand 
and went ‘poof’ and abolished every 
nuclear weapon in the world tomorrow, 
and we didn’t change the political 
systems and the way people think, how 
long would it take us to get back to 
§0,000 (warheads)? Maybe five years. If 
you changed the laws of physics so that 
fission didn’t work, it would take 
maybe five or ten years before we had 
other cost-effective weapons of mass 
destruction. You’d have effective, 
useable germ warfare. You’d have ef- 
fective, useable chemical warfare. 
You’d probably have a whole lot of 
money put into laser weapons that 
could get cities from space. You’d have 
people looking at large scale kinetic 
energy weapons. If you don’t have

nuclear weapons, well how about 
dropping a few asteroids on a city? 
There’s all sorts of ways of doing it. 
Once you've got this degree of mastery 
of technology you’re dangerous to 
yourself. So, you’ve got to think in 
terms of changing the way you behave 
rather than fiddling with the 
technology. It all has to go on together. 


Q: Historically people haven't really 
seemed to relinquish control without 
combat. 


A: Saying all this makes me sound like 
an optimist. It doesn’t.make me -feel 
like one. I reckon that you’ve got to 
think about the political problems 
behind the technological ones. At the 
same time you’ve got to have control 
over the technology so that it doesn’t 
kill you while you’re thinking over the 
problem. This is why an awful lot of 
arms control negotiations are a mere 
sham. I’m not in principle cynical about 
them. You do have to control weapons 
while you’re thinking about the harder 
problems. 


Q: Did you find any of the prospects 
coming out of the Reykjavik summit at 
all tantalizing? 

A: It-was actually quite close to what 
we haven't ever had — a joint commit- 
ment by both major nuclear powers to 
get rid of nuclear weapons. In fact, I 
don’t believe they could do it without 
changing enormous amounts of the rest 
of the world. This includes the alliances 
they lead. Good. If they’ve got the com- 
mitment to get rid of nuclear weapons, 
they’ve now got incentive to pay some 
attention to some of these other pro- 
blems as well. It was wonderful it came 
so close. It was amazing and it’s still 
possible, I suppose, that it could be 
picked up again. One of the things that 
you mustn’t is be doctrinaire about 
who opposes and worries about 
nuclear war. The tendency is to assume 
that people who are on the ‘“‘security 
through strength” side of the argument 
don’t realize how dreadful nuclear war 
would be. So many of them do. Their 
analysis is different. Their recommen- 
dations are different. But they realize 
how dreadful these weapons are. I 
think one of the things about Reagan 
(most of whose views I am not enor- 
mously enamoured of) that occasionally 
throws total panic into his advisors is 
that he knows that nuclear war is bad 
for people. He would really quite like 


a en 
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to be the President who did something 
about that unfortunate fact. That is why 
for a moment in Reykjavik he was 
tempted. 


Q: But it had the Europeans panicking. 
A: The Europeans were in a state of 
blue funk. If the Americans decide to 
go non-nuclear, then the nuclear 
guarantee to Europe by definition col- 
lapses. They’d have to figure out what 
they actually want to do about their 
own security after forty years of free 
ride. So, there was enormous panic and 
flapping of the dovecots in England 
and France and places like that. Even 
the French, interestingly, despite their 
supposedly independent nuclear 
force, don’t want the Americans to pull 
their nuclear guarantee out of the rest 
of Europe. 

The thing is that Reagan did agree to 
that commitment at Reykjavik. What 
happened is that they got at him within 
twelve hours as soon as he got home, 
and rewrote what he had said so that 
he’d only said get rid of ballistic 
missiles. _He did agree at Reykjavik. 
The Soviets offered to publish the 
transcripts. The State Department refus- 
ed. The Soviets weren’t so impolite as 
to do it on their own. But yeah, he did 
agree at Reykjavik. Of course, he got 
back home and all the nuclear consti- 
tuencies and the Pentagon were hav- 
ing kittens. As usual the statements 
were adjusted. The present White 
House is very good at that. Reagan is 
a man who is a hawk on most matters 
and not tremendously clued in. An 
awful lot of what he wants is incompati- 
ble with wanting to get rid of nuclear 
‘weapons. But he does want to get rid 
of them and knows they’re bad for peo- 
ple. He went to Star Wars because he 
was sold a wonderful technological 
boondoggle by a bunch of fast talking 
scientist-salesmen. 

A: It does wonderful things for 
American research. It creates tens of 
thousands of jobs and pours money in- 
to all sorts of high tech industries and 
all the rest of it. Even the Air Force 
managed after severe doubts to find 
things in it attractive to them. Reagan 
went to Star Wars because he really 
does want to stop nuclear war. Now, he 
may be the only person in the United 
States above the age of sixteen who 
honestly believes that Star Wars could 
protect the United States in a nuclear 
war. The man loves his country and he 


knows that nuclear war will i : 


if something is not done. He has bought: 
a technological quick-fix that won't 
work. He’s never been good at dealing 


with nya ey «salesmen. In- 


Britons, 60 million Germans, 55 million 
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French, 55 million Italians. So the idea 
that NATO can’t afford to squeak until 
the Warsaw Pact begins to disintegrate 
is kind of hard to swallow. 


Q: Do you have any hopes for a 
breakthrough in 1987? 

A: I don’t think in Canada anything’s 
likely to happen in the next year, but 
internationally it’s an interesting time 
because of the very new regime in the 
Soviet Union. I’m not idealistic about 
Soviet politics, but a new generation is 
in charge. There are finally people in 
Moscow who are not living on 
memories and mythologies of the war 
years. They have a different perspec- 
tive. It’s much closer to ours in practical 
terms. At the same time, you have an 
American government going into inci- 
pient collapse over Irangate. That is 
probably a pity because it means the 
whole system will be paralyzed. 
There’s no point in Gorbachev being 
willing to negotiate if there’s no one in 
Washington to answer the mail. On the 
other hand, the one thing that Reagan 


can probably do to save his Presiden- 


cy now is to make a major, useful 
agreement with the Soviet Union. This 
could be seen by a broad constituen- 
cy in the United States as proof that a 
lot of what he was up to was right. Peo- 
ple are prepared to play. If the Russians 
gave Reagan, say, an agreement on in- 
termediate nuclear weapons in Europe 
and a commitment to ten years nuclear 
disarmament, he can go home and say, 
“see, I got it, I was right all along. It was 
being tough all this time that got me 
that.” The potential is there. Things are 
more fluid than usual. Normally speak- 
ing, the answer is no, nothing is going 
to happen this year. Nineteen out of 
twenty years you’re right. This year 
something could happen simply 
because a lot of the old verities are not 
holding. 

Q: So, we’re perhaps moving toward 
the end of the post-war period? 

A: I think so. I hope so. I hope that 
doesn’t mean we're now in the pre-war 
period. But I don’t think it has to at all. 
I think finally of the number of people 
who work in the security field — pro- 
fessionals not journalists — who won't 
bet a plugged nickel on NATO being 
in existence in ten years. I’m sure 
they’re the majority of people I deal 
with. That’s a shift in perception that’s 
come about in the last two years. Most 
of them would have bet you it would 
be in existence ten years down the 


“ road in 1984. Now most would bet it 


won't be, not in any recognizable 
form. *«

On account of you’re reading this you 
can tell I did. The Sub Pop 100 record 
is a fantastic compilation record out of 
Seattle. This record merges some big 
names (side one) with some lesser 
knowns (side two). Big Black’s Steve 
Albini kicks the whole mess off with a 
screaming spoken-word intro, an 
auspicious start. Where to from here 
you say? Scratch Acid, of course: a 
select track from their debut EP, that 
is now out of print. Then right into a 
fucking great live track by the Wipers:. 
“Nothin to Prove” is not available on 
vinyl and really leaves ya wondering 
why this group isn’t huge. If you dig 
this track check out their last release, 
Land of the Lost — an incredible record 
that will surely turn your crank. 


Sonic Youth’s offering is ‘Kill Yr 
Idols’, which is apparently only 
available on European import, but 
since all their records are imports 
anyway, what’s it matter? The track 
didn’t overly impress at first listen, but 
I found myself screaming it at —_— 


_ the next day. 


Another highlight is Naked Raygun 
doing a surf send-up called 
“Bananaduca.” This track’s claim to 
fame is that it is the earliest known 
recording by the Raygun. Wow man, 
hang ten. Yet another thumbs up. 


The flipside of this platter starts with 
Skinny Puppy. Gee, maybe I shouldn't 
have mentioned that. The track comes 
from the cassette Bite, and has not been 
on vinyl. Definitely a band I can live 
without. A couple of standouts are 
Savage Republic’s ‘Real Men” and 
Shonen Knife’s ‘‘One Day of the Fac- 
tory.” The latter has the distinction of 
being the only pop tune on the record. 
It is sung completely in Japanese and 
has some great hooks that just 
outweigh the inability to cana 
what they are saying. 


Savage Republic’s track was original- 
ly released in 1982 and it’s evident that 
they were scooped out of the same pot 
that Sonic Youth crawled out of. So if 
you're into that sound type thing this is 
one you'll want. It’s good without be- 
ing painful.

Although I obviously have problems 
with the specifics of the initially propos- 
ed program changes, the main pro- 
blem lies in it’s very intent: to cut back 
blocks of CFUV-produced programm- 
ing (or shows produced by other col- 
lege stations — when money talks, it 
seems that high-minded program- 
exchange ideals take a convenient leap 
out the window!), and replace those 
shows with CBC-produced programm- 
ing. It seems to me that this move is

shows (or expand currently existing 
ones —‘‘Overkill” comes immediately 
to mind) when our ability to juggle the 
schedule is severly limited by an en- 
trenched block of CBC shows.

If these cor- 
porate bozos don’t have the courtesy 
to inform their own Vancouver office of 
their waffling state of mind, how can we 
expect them to be anything but 
oblivious to the existence, let alone the 
“philosophy” of CFUV? But, we won't 
using them — they'll be using us!
